Dear Professor Stavrianos: 


This is in response to your request for copies of 
documents originated during the period 1943-1945 by Alexander 
Georgiades (''Gander"). 


Our file search has produced the documents listed 
below.

If you will identify yourself and the material which you wish 
te review, he will be able to make arrangements for your visit. 
I am advised that you should register as a researcher in roon 
Z00-B at NARS on your arrival. 


. The remainder of your request presents a problen. We 
have no reading room facilities, and so will have to send you 
whatever materials are releasable. Since time is short, I 
enclose copies of the Pericles reports and a summary of 
Operation PERICLES which was written in 1944 by Lt. Carl 
Devoe, USNR, Labor Desk, SI-055, Cairo. The summary was 
released to Mr. Couvaras in June of this year; the reports 
were released to him in September. Since they are immedi- 
ately available, they can be released to you for no nore 
than reproduction costs of 10# a page, or $30.40. Fe nor- 
nally do not send material valued at more than $25 unless 
the requester has indicated his willingness to accept costs. 
If you feel that our action is justified in this instance, 
please remit your check or money order in this amount, made 
payable to the Treasurer of the United States. 
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The Gander reports, unlike the Pericles reports, will 
require manual search of the files. Since they cover a period 
of three years, we estimate that the cost of locating and 
retrieving them will come to approximately $800. For your 
information, I enclose our schedule of fees. If you are unwil- 
ling to authorize the cost of our search, or if there is a 
limit beyond which you are unwilling to go, please inform me. 


I will wait for your decision before taking further action 
on this request.
